Avoid Tax 
Ed Bulletin—I was very 
d in a press re- 
lease from the Edmonton Offices 
of the Department of Transport 
to the effect that 327 radio set 


owners in this city have failed to 
take out licenses. In fairness they 
should have referred to those as 
having not renewed their licen- 
ses from last year, as their rec- 
ords are limited to those who 
previously paid for licenses. 

Their figures could be multi- 
plied by 20 and yet be conserva- 
tive, were the several thousand 
who operate radios, but neglect 
paying for licenses, included. 

The Dominion Bureau of Sta- 
tistics estimate that 92 per cent 
of the 3,000,000 homes in Canada 
have radios. It is also estimated 
that one-third of our 2,000,000 
cars and trucks have radios. 
Therefore, 3,400,000 radie licen- 
ses should have been purchased 
last year but, according to the 
CBC Annual Report, only 1,931- 
000 were purchased, including 
65,000 for car use. 

There, therefore, must be ap- 
proximately 1,500,000, or about, 40 
per cent of those owning radios, 
who refuse or neglect to pur- 
chase radio licenses. Were full 
collection made, there would ob- 
viously be no necessity for the 
proposed raise from $2.50 to $5.00. 

It was my pleasure to act on a 
Chamber of Commerce Commit- 
tee to investigate and report on 
proposed increase of radio fees. 
My own study of reports in Han- 
sard and official records show 
that delinquents number more 
than is generally realized. Even 
though one has a license for a 
home radio another is required 
for a car radio and car delin- 
quents are particularly serious. 

Were a bright colored sticker 
issued with each license and 
stuck on windshields and home 
windows or doors, delinquents 
would soon be shown up.

Those Edmonton officials and 
eltizens who consistently, and, 
apparently successfully, threw 
cold water on the proposal to 


organize a junior police as a 
means for combating juvenile de- 
linquency, may be interested in 
the report issued by the Montreal 
police. 

In 1985 two officers were used 
for juvenile work. Today there 
is a force of 65 policemen and 
women working under a captain 
of detectives. In 1936 the num- 
ber of delinquents was 2,463. By 
1943 this had increased to 4,152 
and appeared dikely to keep on 
climbing, The situation was ser- 
ious, so serious in fact, that it 
was decided that drastic steps 
would have to be taken to com- 
bat it since the steadily increas- 
ing number of officers could not 
cope with the list of crimes. 

In that year seven men were 
selected for what was known as 
“Delinquency Prevention” and 
the junior police idea, similar to 
that suggested for Edmonton, 
was put into practice. 

Boys were invited to visit the 
nearest police station in order to 


join, They received a member- 
ship card entitling them to 
special considerations such as 


admission to certain sports. They 
also received training in boxing, 
swimming and physical culture. 
They received badges for good 
work and they were trained to 
assist in keeping the city or- 
derly. 

At the same time, the police- 
men dealing with this work 
made a drive on. establishments 
where boys might be inclined to 
loiter. They interviewed parents 
of delinquent boys and they pro- 
secuted adults found to be re- 
sponsible for delinquency and 
this included parents who’ re- 
fused to take any interest in 
their youngster’s conduct. 


Save Lives 
And Money 


As part of the pian of provid- 
ing good recreation to occupy 
the spare time of the juvenile 
members of this force, they 
farmed hockey teams, basketball 
teams, rugby and field sports. 
Equipment was obtained and 
provided on loan as far as pos- 
sible.

Old Catalogue 


Was Dream Book 


Last fall when Brown Eyes 
and I were dreaming of a bi- 
cycle trip through England and 
France we went to a tutor to 
tone our French, We'd pur- 
chased a couple of orthodox 
texts, but our instructor sug- 
gested we might learn some~- 
thing more practical if we'd get 
a copy of Eaton's. Catalogue in 
the French version.

My 
mother found enough energy to 
look for something to read and 
she started going through the 
bookcases, Suddenly she gave 
a little cry of delight, the sort 
ef sound you might expect if 
someone had just found a small 
bag of uncut diamonds. 

Raising myself with an ef- 
fort on one elbow I perceived 
that she was dragging forth the 
catalogue and that it was 
obviously a discovery that 
pleased ber deeply. I explained 
why the volume happened to be 
in French and my mother man- 
aged to lug it to one of the 
chesterfield chairs where she 
sat with it in her lap and made 
smali sounds of pleasure.

Boys Engender 
Pride in Clubs 


The Montreal police are proud 
of their junior clubs which have 
an active membership of over 
45,000. They have 200 boys who 
have become proficient in gym- 
nastics, 

The boys now take an active 
part in the annual ‘clean-up’ 
campaign in the city. The di- 
rectors are more confident than 
ever that they are on the right 
track and their figures back 
them up. 

Montreal is not the only centre 
to adopt this plan. Recently con- 
siderable attention throughout 
Arizona has* been centred upon 
the work of the Junior Police in 
Masa, Arizona, where the boys 
are used to a greater extent in 
active assistance of the police 
in the protection of property. In 
Masa, it is necessary for a boy 
to have a savings account, to 
attend Sunday School, to have a 
school average of 80 per cent or 
better, and to assist at home for 
not less than 3 hours per week. 

Those boys who can qualify 
for membership are then kept 
interested through series of 
courses in police work, fire pre- 
vention, first aid, photography, 
and a variety of scientific sub- 
jects. This serves the double 
purpose of being educational and 
providing a means for occupying 
spare hours. 

The principle is the same as 
that in Montreal. The results are 
the same good results. Other 
centres are adorting the idea, 
that is, centres apart from Ed- 
monton, which turned it down as 
impractichl or improper.
